Europe, and has a broad contemporary approach to tabla playing. Kailash 
will be performing a tabla solo incorporating material from various 
traditions of tabla playing.

THE GILGAMESH PROJECT 
Saturday 12 May / 2.00pm 
Outside The White Hart at Dartington 


Many people working at Dartington have come together to create a 
retelling of the Gilgamesh story. This realisation of the ancient Assyrian 
Epic tale of love and death will be performed in a promenade style tracing 
a triangle at the heart of Dartington, beginning in Lower Close, proceeding 
to the Great Hall area and ending around Aller Park. Processional music 
accompanies the audience as they follow the progress of Gilgamesh in his 
search for immortality. Each of those taking part has chosen their own 
location along the route, and chosen their own interpretation of their part 
of the story. These interpretations include performance, installation, music 
and other means of expression. The journey takes place on Saturday 12 
May beginning at 2pm and ending at 5pm. In the middle is a place of rest, 
a tavern at which souls about to travel across the sea of death are offered 
refreshments. 


The Gilgamésh Project is a celebration and exploration of Dartington itself, 
a bringing together of some of the many disparate elements of this 
extraordinary place, conceived and co-ordinated by writers and poets Peter 
and Alice Oswald.

Bar at 2pm, dress suitably for the prevailing weather conditions. The project 
is- suitable for children.
